Washington, August 1.—(SpecialL.)— 
The farmers’ free list bill as it came 
from the democratic hogse of repre- 
sentatives failed of passage in the 
senate this afternoon by a tie vote of 
$9 to 39. Senator Bailey, of Texas, 
was ,the only democrat who voted 
against it kad Hoke Smith, of Geor- 
gia, been present and voted with the 
democrats, the house bill! would have 
carried and been sent to President 
Vaft tonight.° It will now go to Con- 
ference. 

No Reduction in Food Prices. 

In order to secure enough insurgent 
republican votes to pass the bill the 
demgcrats were forced to support an 
amendment which in effect strikes 
from the house bill, meats of all kinds, 
lard, flour, cereals, breakfast foods and 
sweet cakes. As thus amended, the 
measure was passed by a vote of 48 
to 30. In addition to the solid insur- 
gent vote with the single exception 
of -Senator Bourne, of Oregon, the bill 
-as amended was supported by Sena- 
tors Nelgpn, of Minnesota, and Mc- 
Cumber, of North Dakota, 

The insurgents, .however,. would nat 
etand for free meats and flour, and the 
friends of the bill lacked one vote of 
having enough to put it through. It 
is hoped that in conference some 
agreement respecting meats and flour 
ean be reached. This is the paragraph 
of the free list bill which touches all 
people. It touches the tables and the 
pocketbooks of every citizen in the 
United States. 

No Free Flour and Meat. 

The farmers of the country are 
given free agricultural implements of 
all Kinds, free cotton bagging and 
free burlaps, free hoops and band iron 
for baling agricultural products.

Joe Hill Hall was the first to speak 
against it.

POSTMAN RUBBED 


AT POINT OF GUN 


Loses His Own Money and 
Six Registered Letters 


Two Men Hold Up Negro Mail 
Carrier in Residence Section. 
Two Suspects From Buford, 
Ga., Are Sent to the Police 
Station. 


A postman, collecting mail on his 
last round, was last night at 9:30 
o'clock held up by two white men at 
the corner of West Fair and Bailey 
streets and robbed of six registered 
letters and other mail, and about $26 
of his own money. 

Intimidated by the revolver, . he 
watched the rifling of the sack and 
was then told to get out of the neigh- 
borhood. He ran into the nearest house 
and telephoned the police station, Call 
Officers Gorman and Johnson getting 
to the scene of the robbery in a few 
minutes in the new patrol wagon, 
driven by Charles Hood, 

The postman said he was C. J. Car- 
ter, colored, of 177 McDaniel street. 
He had been to nearly all of the boxes 
in the First ward and had quite a 
Jarge sack full of letters when he 
reached the box at the corner of West 
Fair and Walnut streets. 

From here he proceeded down one 
block and turned north into Bailey 
street. This street is lined with trees 
and is naturally dark and the rain 
added further gloom. The postman 
did not see two men standing on the 


sidewalk about 100 feet from the cor- 


ner, until they moved to the right side 


of his buggy. 

‘T thought they were somebody who 
wanted to give me a letter to mail, 
like lots of people do,” said Carter, 
“and I never suspected anything until 
the one with the derby poked a pistol 
in my face. He told me to get down. 

“Tt kind of hesitated and he told me 
if I didn’t he would kill me, so I got 
out. 
the street while the man with the cap 
went through the sack. When they 
were finished the man with the derby 
and the pistol. went with me to the 
corner and told me to leave. He went 
up West Fair street while the other 
went up Bailey street. I ran to the 
rearest telephone ana called up the 
police,” 

The mail sack had been rummaged 
thoroughly and letters were scattered 
over the bottom of the buggy. A box 
of circular letters from a business 
house had been broken open and then 
thrown down in disgust. The six reg- 
istered letters had been on the top of 
mail in the sack, where the. postman 
could keep an eye on them. He re- 
membered the number, six, because he 
had gotten five from the Peters street 
sub-station and one from the Georgia 
avenue and.Pryor street station. It is 
not known what they contained. 

Officer Hood arrested two men in a 
Peters street lodging house, wha filled 
the description given by the negro. 
About $26 in money was found on one 
of them., They gave the names of W. 
O. Wilbanks And Gordon Collins, both 
telegraph line#men, who _had just 
reached the city from their camp at 
Buford, Ga. They are held on suspi- 
cidn. .

in Gelling Tennessee Coal 


New York, August 1.—That the ore 
and coal holdings acquired by the 
United States Steel Corporation in the 
absorption of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron Company in 1907, have a valua- 
tion of $200,000,000, was estimated from 
figures on the mineral holdings of the 
Tennessee company today given to the 
house’ of representatives, committee on 
inquiry into the steel corporation by 
expert engineers. 

In acquiring the Tennessee Company 
the United States Steel Corporation ex- 
changed five per cent second bonds, 
valued at $29,000,000, the transaction 


having been brought about to prevent, 


the collapse of the New York broker- 
age firm of Moore and Schley, because 
of excessive loans with Tennessee Coal 
and Iron stock as collateral. 

Trying to Prove Conspiracy. 

Since the beginning. of the inquiry 
into that deal, Representative Stanley 
and pther mem begs of' the house com- 
miftee have sought to develop evidence 
tending to prove charges that the im- 
pending panic and danger to Moore 
and Schley was not the prime motive 
for the merger, but that it was a de- 
sire on the part of the steel corpora- 
tion to acquire the Tennesseg--Com- 
pany and its vast mineral depdsits of 
the Birmingham district. 

In furtherance of that idea, not- 
withstanding the positive assertions 
of witnesses who participated in the 
exchange that the suggestion of con- 
spiracy was preposterous, the commit- 
tee heard today the testimony of C. 
P. Peerin, Walter Moore and W. M. 
Given, expert engineers, who appraised 
the deposits of the Birmingham field 
in 1904. ; 


Enormous Ore Deposits. 


These men testified that the ore de- 
posits of that region eng their prox- 
imity to coal deposits estimated at 
nearly two billion tops, make the ter- 
ritory almost unparalleled from an 
ore producing standpoint. Ore royal- 
ties of 35 cents a ton on more than 
400,000,000 tons in that region acquired 
by the _ steel corporation from the 
Tennessee company and coal deposits 
aggregating more than 1,600,000 tons 
were given by the experts as a basis 
upon which members of the committee 
compute that these properties alone 
are worth $2000,000,000. 


SALE OF MANSION 
S RECOMMENDED 


If the recommendation of the public 
buildings committee of the house is 
followed, there will be a sale instead 
of a lease of the executive mansion. 
This was the decision made by a ma- 
jority of one yesterday afternoon. It 
is provided that it will be offered for 
sale to the highest bidder, the upshot 
price being $400,000. 

The question caused considerable 
discussion in the committee. Hooper 
Alexander opposed a sale, believing it 
would be a better policy to retain 
ownership and grant a long lease on 
the property. . 

Joe Hill Hall and Representative 
Fullbright, of Burke, urged the leas- 
ing of the property. 

Finally it was decided to recom- 
mend a sale, but fix an upshot price. 
Mr. Hall was requested to draw a reso- 
lution expressing the sentiment of the 
committee.

Jackson, Miss., August 2,—If the 
more remote country districts, regard- 
ed as his stronghold, maintain the 
ratio shown in the returns received up 
to 1:30 this morning, former Governor 
James K. Vardaman will be declared 
the democratic nominee for United 
States senator from Mississippi with- 
out the necessity o* a second primary. 

Vardaman Leads. 

At that hour Mr Vardaman was lead- 
ing his two opponents, United States 
Senator LeRoy Perey and C. H. Alex- 
ander, by a small majority, which the 
friends of the former governor asserts 
be increased as results are re- 
ceived from the precincts less access- 
ible to the telegraph and telephone. So 
far the returns have been had practi- 
cally from the cities and towns, and 
complete returns will probably not be 
available for another twenty-four 
hours. 

For lieutenant governor, Theodore 
G. Bilbo, state senator, is running well 
ahead of his two Opponents, Wiley N. 
Nash; of Starkville, and T. O. Yewell, 
of Carroll county. His vote is but lit- 
tle short of that polled by Vardaman 
and his nomination on the first primary 
is not improbable. Nash is his closest 
follower. 

Campaign Bitter. 

The long campaign which culminated 
in today’s election has been one of the 
most bitter in «the history of Missis- 
sippi politics. /The tate has been 
stumped by the candidates and other 
speakers, and charges and counter- 
charges have been freely made. Sev- 
eral personal clashes have occurred, 
and, because of the intense partisan 
feeling, peace officers of the _ state 
made special preparations today to 
promptly put down any disorder. These 
precautions proved unnecessary, how- 
ever, as the election passed off quietly.

For the Charter to 
Be Revised. 


REPRESENTATIVES WILL 
DO THEIR FULL DUTY 


He Deprecates the Tendency 
to Criticism of Them Before 
They Have Had an Oppor- 
tunity --- The House Commit- 
tee Is Now Studying the 
Matter. 


Mayor Courtland S. Winn has given 
out a statement in which he indorses 
what The Constitution had to say 
Tuesday morning in regard to the 
city charter situation and says he 
believes that there is plenty of time 
for a compromise charter to be pre- 
pared and that the senator and repre- 
sentatives from Fulton county are 
abundantly inclined to act with dis- 
patch for phe best interests of At- 
lanta.

Indorses Constitution.

“If there was ever a situation in At- 
lanta that demanded compromise this 
is 4t, 

“IT am abundantly satisfieq that 
everything will turn out all right and 
the great majority of our people will 
be satisfied with the results. 

“In the meantime let conservatism 
and calmness be the watchword and 
let anybody who is predisposed to 
kick simply wait to see what actual 
ground there is for kicking before 
he begins action. 

“If nothing is done by this legisla- 
ture in regard to Atlanta’s new char- 
ter I will protest just as hard as any- 
body else.” 

Leave It to Delegation, 

The house committee of municipal 
charters, following its hearing on the 
commission plan Monday, is now study- 
ing the question, pending decision 
next Monday afternoon. The commit- 
tee will leave the matter to Fulton 
county’s delegation in the general as- 
sembly, who, it is generally under- 
stood, will recommend a measure guit- 
able to those of conservative mind 
on both sides.

with his colleague, and spoke vigor- 
ously for the measure. 

Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, a mem- 
ber of the Atlanta Law School faculty, 
denied that that Institution had had 
anything to do with the pressure 
brought for the passage of the meas- 
ure. He said the bill had been pre- 
pared by a. lady graduate of the 
school, and that its president had ap- 
peared before the committee by re- 
guest. 

“This g00d woman who desires per- 
mission to practice law in Georgia.” 
said he, “is modest, refined and intel- 
ligent ,and a mother. She eked out a 
livelihood while attending school by 
running a boarding house. She comes 
here now and asks that she be per- 
mitted to earn a living in that line of 
work of which she Knows most—a line 
of work that is honorable, dignified 
and safe. She asks for bread, and I 
trust she will not be handed a stone 
of promiscuous eulogy and forced to 
seek other lines of endeavor.” 

Mr. Alexander reviewed the laws 
which have been passed increasing the 
legal status of women. ° 

“There is still a law on the statute 
books making the earnings of a mar- 
ried woman the property of her hus- 
band,” he declared. “If that is chival- 
ry I am in favor of*abolishing it.’’ 

Lord Lauds Woman. 

Mr. Lord, of Jackson, lauded woman 
to the skies, but said his respect for 
her would not permit him to support 
the bill. 

Mr. Fullbright, 
for it. 

“They talk about the old and new 
south,” said he. “The environment of 
all women :was not idyllic in the old 
south. In that day the commoner 
class of females did not live in man- 
sions, with slaves to wait upon them; 
they had to till the fields and run the 
looms. 

“But coming to the new south, if 
you will supply all the women with 
homes and slaves and luxuries, none 
of them will want to practice law.” 

“Do you think a woman should be 
permitted to attend court and see and 
hear some of the things ‘occurring 
there?’ asked Mr. Adams, of Hall. 

“T believe the average courthouse in 
Georgia. should be as decent as any 
other house,” replied Mr. Fullbright. 
This brought applause from the gal- 
lery. 

Again he was asked if he didn’t 
think it would be embarrassing to 
have to deal with women lawyers in 
certain kinds of cases. 

“T have never found it embarrassing 
to be in the presence of ladies inside 
or outside the courthouse,” the speak- 
er replied. 

“This talk of taking women away 
from the home does not appeal to 
me,’ ha continued. “Though practic- 
ing law, she would be just as apt as 
ever to fall in love with and marry 
the right man.” 

Previous Question Called. 

At noon the previous question was 
called. The chairman of the commit- 
tee reporting the bill gave fifteen of

the twenty minutes of the time allow- 
ed him for closing the debate to 
Speaker Holder and five to Mr. An- 
derson, of Chatham. 

Speaker Holder said the state recog- 
nized the, right of women to earn 
livelihoods, and he could not see why 
she should be barréd from an honor- 
able profession which she coul@q mas- 
ter. She was permitted to make a 
living at the washtub, the sewing ma- 
chine, in the mill or factory, in the 
school room and scores of other places. 

“From some of the arguments made 
on this floor, one could easily believe 
that the profession of law is low- 
down and dirty and dangerous to char- 
acter,” he said. “But I consider it fit 
for any woman.” 

Starting off with characteristic cool- 
ness and control, the speaker, like all 
the others, wound up in the clouds. 

Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, calleg at- 
tention to the example of splendid 
legal ability given by Portia in thé 
“Merchant of Venice.” Hee thought 
women could and should be permitted 
to practice law. 

About one-half the members  ex- 
plained their votes. As most of them 
began to wax warmest on the subjeet 
of womanhood, the three minutes al- 
lowed under the rules expired and they 
were brought to earth by loud raps 
from the speaker's gavel. 

Mr. Brannen, of Coweta, thought the 
courts ‘might some day neeg the re- 
fining influence of women, but didn’t 
think the time has arrived, 

Mr. Foster, of Newton, said it was 
all right for women to study law for 
the purpose of aiding their husbands, 
as his wife had done, but opposed them 
appearing in the court room. 

Cites Shakespeare, 

Mr. Gower, of Crisp, confined most 
of his explanation to a recitation from 
the court scene in the “Merchant of 
Venice,” which he said constitutes an 
argument against female lawyers. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, voted against it 
“out of respect for true womanhood.” 

Mr. Hollis saig three classes of men 
were opposed to the bill: Those who 
wanted women to attend to the chil- 
dren while they had the fun, those who 
were afraid to meet them in the court 
room and those who thought women 
would be injured. 

Messrs. Jones, of Meriwether, and 
Holtzclaw, of Houston, chairman and 
vice chairman of the general judiciary 
committee, and who, nominally, had 
the bill in charge, voted against it. 

Wife Opposes Bill. 

“When I was at home I asked my 
wife about it,” said Judge Jones, “And 
she gave me convincing reasons why 
no such bill should be passed.” 

Mr. Kimbrough, of Harris, was in 
the midst of a vigorous explanation 
about Colonel Joe Hill Hall’s whiBkers 
and women dentists, when the speaker 
rapped him to his seat because of the 
expiration of his three minutes.

FOR CONTEMPT 


Judge Gives Him banca datas 
. but Suspends Sente 
on His Client. 


Savannah, Ga., August 1.—(Special.)— 
Because a paper he filed in court was 
full of scandalous matter, containing 
grave .‘eflections not only upon the 
judge, but upon the acting solicitor 
general and reputable members. of the 
bar, and because his conduct in court 
was extremely antagonistic, Albert Hi. 
Propher, a disbarred member of the 
bar, was today sentenced by Judge 
Chariton, of the superior court, to 
serve twenty days in jail for contempt. 

Miss Mary Emily Schwartz, who was 
a co-respondent in the contempt pro- 
ceedings, the objectionable court paper 
really bearing her signature, though it 
was prepared by Propher, was sen- 
tenced to serve ten days in jail, but the 
sentence was suspended until furiher 
order of the court. 

Propher not only did not attempt an 
apology for the obejectionable lan- 
guage he put into the court paper, but 
from the very outset he “stood pat” 
on it, and most of his argument was 
an effort to show that Judge Chariton 
really is his personal enemy, and that 
fhe could not get justice in Judge 
Charlton’s court. : 

It was one of the most sensational 
and dramatic proceedings ever con- 
ducted in the courts of Georgia. A 
score of times those who listened to 
Propher’s statement expected him to 
be stopped by the court, but the judge 
permitted him to finish. 

‘T am quite sure there has never 
been any such paper filed in this court 
as the answer in the case of Cole 
against Schwartz,” declared Judge 
Charlton in passing sentence. “A judge 
on the bench, in his individual ca- 
pacity, has to stang a great many 
things that other people do not have 
to stand. He cannot stop indiscrim- 
inate, slanderous statements made in 
the community.

The dill of Senator J. H. Felker, of 
the twenty-seventh district, which 
makes the possession of a federal 
license in a blind tiger case prima 
facie evidence of guilt, was passed by 
the senate yesterday by a vote of 29 
to 12. The bill caused a lively discus- 


sion between the author of the bill 
and Senator Roberts, of the thirty- 
sixth district, and chairman of the 
general judiojary committee,. which re- 
ported the bill adversely, 

Senator Roberts said that he did 
mot see how any man, and especially 
a lawyer, could introduce such a Dill. 
a have dealt with many such cases 
in my town and I am in a position to 
know what I am talking about.” 

In reply, Senator Felker said: “I be- 
lieve that the senator from the thirty- 
sixth has made his statements in an 
honest way, but I cannot help think- 
ing he is quibbling. Every man who 
receives a- federal license swears that 
he has the intention of selling liquor. 
Shall we question @ man on his oath?” 

Illustrates Need of Bill. 

He then read many cases from other 
states to illustrate the need of his bill. 

Senator Ennis spoke vehemently 
against the bill, saying that if what 
Senator Felker said was accurate, that 
men had been swearing to lies for 25 
years, 

Senators Shaw and Bush spoke for 
the passage of the bill, Senator Bush 
citing the use of the proposed law in 
other states. 

Senator Bush condemned the liquor 
drinkers heavily, declaring them to be 
the curse of the world. “In my 
younger days the effect of liquor was 
to make men joyful and playful, but 
now, @ man who js full of liquor ig 
venomous and wants to break the 
laws, to murder, and to rape.” 

Mann Opposes Measure. 


Senator Mann was opposed to the 
bill because, he said, “If it becomes 
effective it will be too radical and if it 
does not become effective, it will not 
be worth the paper it is/written on.” 

Senator Crawford said: “I did not 
intend to speak on this gubject, but 
when I see this bill so evidently mis- 
represented, I cannot remain quiet. 
The idea of connecting this bill with 
the prohibition question. Why, it has 
nothing in the world to do with it 
and should not be passed under any 
conditions.” 

At this point Senator Ennis moved 
that the senate adjourn, but the motion 
was lost by a vote of 25 to 130, 

The ayes and nays were then called 
and the bill was passed by a vote of 
29 to 12. 

Senator Shaw, of the Eleventh, mov- 
ed that the senate, when it adjourned 
Tuesday morning, stand adjourned un- 
til 3 o’elock Tuesday afternoon. This 
motion was lost by a vote of 25 to 11. 

Shaw Seeks Reconsideration. 

Senator Shaw twice attempted ta, 
have his mileage bill reconsidered in 
order to correct a technical mistake. 
Senator Morris said that he disliked 
to object to the reconsideration of this 
bill, but he would feel compelled to do 
so unless the senator from the elev- 
enth would make a definite answer to 
the question, “Is this the only change 
you intend to make?” 

Senator Shaw gave no definite an- 
swer and both times Senator Beau- 
champ rose to a point of order and the 
bill was not reconsidered. 

It is strongly probable that the four 
educational bills, introduced in the 
senate by Senator Beauchamp, chair- 
man of the education committee, will 
be consolidated into one measure in 
order to expedite legislation.

But when that same concern, 
recovery of its waste material, builds 
up a by-product that overshadows in 
magnitude the product which it began 
business originally to manufacture and 
which means conversion of a harmful 
element into one which adds to the 
fertility of the lands of the entire 
south, it is sufficient cause to pause 
for a while and take cognizance of 
the events which lead up to such a sat- 
isfactory and unusual culmination. 


When the Tennessee Copper Com- 
pany was organized and began busi- 
ness in 1899 its sole purpose was to 
continue the work of producing cop- 
per metal from the Ducktown copper 
deposits of Tennessee which were dis- 
covered about the time the gold rush 
to California began in 1849 and which 
had been mined intermittently by first 
one company and then another. 

The company located its plant at 
Copper Hill, just across the state line 
from Georgia, opened up the mines and 
began smelting copper. The work was 
successful and the company was pros- 
perous. 


But in the course of time there were 
heard rumors of discontent among the 
farmers and other citizens living in 
the neighborhood of the plant. Vege- 
tation became discolored, orops began 
to show a stunted growth and here and 
there the trees on the hillsides with- 
ered and died. Over an area of sev- 
eral miles in Georgia, the effect of the 
gases was noticeable. 

While the damage was not suffi- 
client to result disastrously, it, was 
enough to cause alarm, and after in- 
vestigation, the blame was traced to 
the fumes emanating from the plant 
of the copper company and which then 
rolled in great volumes, day in and 
day out, from the roast heaps then 
naéed across the state line into north 
Georgia. 

Finally, tn 1905, the state of Georgia 
instructed the attorney genera! to take 
the matter into the courts and a bill 
for injunction was filed against the 
copper company in the United States 
supreme court at Washington.

The attorney general in his report, 
then states that after some negotia- 
tion a satisfactory agreement was 
reached wifh the Tennessee Copper 
Company with reference to the hand- 
ling of its furnaces, In his report the 
feature of the agreement is set out as 
follows: 

“It is therefore agreed and stipulat- 
ed, between the complainant, State 
of Georgia, and the defendant, Tennes- 
see Copper Company, as follows: 

“First: The Tennessee Copper Com- 
pany during the growing months from 
May 20 to August 31, of each of the 
years 1911, 1912 and 1913, shall not 
operate more green ore furnaces 
than are necessary to permit of operat- 
ing its sulphuric acid plant at its 
normal full qapacity. 

“Second, That on or before the 10th 
day of June, 1911, the Tennessee Cop- 
per Company shall make to the attor- 
ney general of Georgia a verified 
statement showing how much green 
ore Was smelted ang how -much sul- 
phurle acid was made from May 20 
to May 31, 1911, both inclusive; also, 
on or before July 10, 1911, a similar 
verified statement shall be made to 
the attorney general covering the 
period from June 1 to June 30, 1911, 
both inclusive; algo, on or before Au- 
gust 10, 1911, a similar statement 
covering the periog from July 1 to July 
81, 1911, both inclusive; also, on or 
before September 10, 1911, a similar 
statement covering the period from 
August 1 to August 31, 1911, both in- 
clusive. Also, simblar reports to be 
made on corresponding dates to cover 
corresponding periods in the years 1912 


and 1913, respectively.” 
In conclusion the attorney general 
says: 


Good Faith Kept. 


“By this agreement the state of 
Georgia secures all that could reason- 
ably have been expecteg at the end 
of litigation that might have been 
tedious and expensive. I have every 
assurance that the company will tin 
good faith keep its part of the agree- 
ment and feel hopeful that this, may be 
a happy and satisfactory solution of 
an otherwise vexatious situation. 
While the welfare of the citizens of 
Georgia living in the district affected 
was of paramount concern to this 
department, I.could not sympathize 
with a spirit that would needlessly 
destroy a great industry and one -of 
vast and growing importance to the 
agricultual interest of the state ang of 
the whole south.” 

Such, then, is the present status of 
the case of the “State v. The Tennessee 
Copper Company.” 

Some days ago Senator Kincaid 
troduced in the senate a resolution 
calling upon the attorney genera! to 
investigate and report upon the extent 
to which the copper company is keep- 
ing its agreement with the state. 

Without waiting for the legislature 
to pase the resolution and order an 
investigation the Tennessee Copper 
Company, through its eounsel, At- 
torney Howard Cornick, of Knoxville, 
invited the general assembly to per- 
sonally inspect its plant and the dis- 
trict at the company’s expense and 
determine from knowledge gained at 
first hang whether or not the company 
is keeping faith with Georgia. 

At the same time the legislature was 
Invited to visit the copper plant 
similar invitation was extended the 
attorney general, but {t was not con- 
vehient for him to accept at that time. 
Several weeks prior to this time the

representatives of the company to vis- 
it the plant and make a personal in- 
spection whenever it was convenient. 


The invitation was accepted by the 
legislature and on Saturday, July 29, 
nearly a hundred members of both 
branches visited the Copper Hill 
plant in a special train furnished by 
the copper company and spent the day 
inspecting the smelter and the acid 
plant and in noting the progress the 
company has made in controlling the 
fumes. 

What they saw formed a striking 
contrast to the scene presented a few' 
years ago before the copper company 
trieq the experiment of converting its 
gwaseous fumes into sulphuric acid. In- 
stead of the expected desolate 
stretches of barren land they saw hills 
and valleys covered with a luxuriant 
growth of vegetation, while the hills 
where the woodman’s ax had not fallen 
were covered with a dense growth of 
trees as far as the eye could reach, all 
as verdant and vigorous as the most 
exacting could demand. 


To test to the limit the effectiveness 
of its acid plant and to furnish conclu- 
sive and convincing proof that it has 
accomplished its purpose to control the 
sulphur fumes arising from the plant, 
the company has a farm under cultiva- 
tion right in the shadow ef the giant 
smokestack of the smelter and other 
farms at varying distances, and no- 
where In Georgia can be found amore 
flourishing crop of peas, corn and 
other vegetables. 

It has been advanced, however, that 
the presence of flourishing crops in 
the immediate vicinity of the plant is 
no proof that the dangerous fumes 
have been brought under control; that 
the sulphur-laden smoke is wafted 
away from the plant and does its dam- 
age when it rolis to the ground miles 
away. 

Whether 
not does 


this point is well taken or 

not demand argu- 
ment. The point is that neith- 
er in the immediate vicinity 
of the plant nor on either side of the 
railroad stretching miles away from 
it, nor at any of the farms of the 
company, is there to be found any in- 
dication of damage resulting from the 
smoke at the present time. 

Ranking in interest and importance 
the company’s success in abating the 
smoke nuisance and controlling the 
fumes, is 
marked in the manufacture of commer- 
cial fertilizers by converting the waste 
product into sulphuric acid. 


As has been stated the company began 
converting the sulphur fumes into sul- 
phuric acid as an experiment, merely 
as a means to an end, the end being 
to eliminate the fumes and put an end 
to the destruction of forests and crops. 
There was little prospect of profit, 
and, as a matter of fact, the indica- 
tions were that the experiment, in- 
volved as it was with complications 
never before encountered in the his- 
tory of acid making, even if successful, 
would be carried on at a loss.

Price Goes Down. 


Whether the enormous amount of 
acid manufactured by the company is 
responsible for it or not may be left 
to conjecture, but it is a remarkable 
fact that since 1909 the price of com- 
mercial fertilizer has gone down about 
$2 on the ton. About 900,000 tons of 
commercial fertilizer are used annu- 
ally by the farmers of Georgia, so that 
if this manufacture has had any influ- 
ence on the price its success is a mat- 
ter in which all agricultural Georgia 
is interested. 

The acid produced is sufficient to 
manufacture a half million tons of fer- 
tilizer each year, which goes to the 
enrichment of southern farms to the 
great advantage of the farmers in that 
section who are now enabled to pur- 
chase their fertilizer much cheaper 
than before this acid plant was built. 
The profits from the sulphurie acid 
promise to be even larger than the 
profits from the copper, as the present 
plant is capable of turning out 225,000 
tons of acid each year, at a price 
ridiculously small compared with other 
plants which must depend upon the 
purchase of imported ore to produce 
their acid. Bhe company now finds, as 
a result of its efforts to take care of 


a by-product which overshadows 
magnitude its great copper output. 

It has been well said that opportuni- 
ty lurks at every man’s door anda the 
history of these operations preves that 
great achievement may be accomplish- 
ed in the mastering and modification 
of the most ordinarily accepted condi- 
tions. 

The Ducktown copper deposits of 
Tennessee were discovered about the 
time that the gold rush to California 
began in 1849, and mining was continu- 
ously carried on until the Civil war, 
when the mines were intermittently 
‘operated by the Union forces and then 
by the Confederate forces in order to 
produce copper for the manufacture of 
shells. When the war ceased the 
mines were operated by private com- 
panies until about 1879, when the sup- 
ply of rich oxidized surface ore be- 
came exhausted. Little was then 
known of successful methods of hand- 


in this district in such enormous quan- 
tities. After futile attempts at smelt- 
ing these ores, the existing companies 
were forced to suspend. The thriving 
community which had been built up 
about the copper works was quickly 
dispersed and all of the plants and ma- 
chinery fell into decay. 


Costly Experiments. 


In 1890 this district again attracted 
attention and various and costly ex- 
periments wére made in an endeavor 
to profitably treat the ores, which car-

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ment of several mines was carried on 
in a somewhat desultory manner until 
1899, when the Tennessee Copper Com- 
pany was organized with large finan- 
cial resources and a capable manage- 
ment. This company secured control 
of the “Polk County,” “Burra Burra,” 
and “London” mines and immediately 
opegan thé construction of a large plant. 

During the early years of operation 
the sulphur was driven off from the 
ore by roasting in heaps upon the 
ground in the open air, on specially 
prepared places called “roast yards.” 
These heaps were ignited from blaz- 
ing wood and smouldered throughout 
the entire year, and as _ guccessive 
hewps were fired, there resulted enor- 
mous volumes of sulphur fumes, given 
off in the form of gases which rolled 
in clouds along the ground and cama 
in direct contact in their stronger form 
with growing vegetation, so that even- 


acid plant, however, was an even! 
arger undertaking. To begin with, 
the entire ¢rown of the hill above the 
smelter was leveled off to make way 
for it. The smelter now seems 
lwarfed by the enormous acid cham- 
bers which tower above it. The acid 
vlant covers several acres of ground 
and consists of twenty-six huge cham- 
vers, each 50 feet square by 75 feet 
high and seventy-two cooling towers 
of equal height. The sulphurous gases 
are conducted directly from the smelt- 
er futnaces, through a gigantio fiue, 
to the acid plant, and distributed 


owers, where a large percentage of 
the gases are partly converted into 
acid. From these towers the partly 
converted fumes are conveyed into the 
lead chambers and cooling towers, 
where, after uniting with steam, the 
resulting vapor.is further condensed 
on contact with the lead walls of the 
chambers and trickles down inside in 
the form of sulphuric acid, which is 
then drawn offintostorage tdnks sit- 
uated on the opposite side of the hill 
from the smelter, and later shipped 
away in railroad tank cars. 


Favored Location. 


The Tennessee Copper company is 
particularly favored in veing located 
in the midst of a district where there 
s an enormous demand for acid, prin- 
‘ipally for use in the manufacture of 
-ertilizer. When the company began 
che.construction of the plant it had 
vrimarily in mind the relieving of the 
injury to vegetation, and was skep- 
tical regarding the profits to be 
earned, but scarcely had it decided 
upon building the plant, when offers 


to purchase the acid began to arrive 
from all parts of the surrounding 
country. The company has but re- 
cently concluded a contract for the 
sale of its entire output of acid on 
very advantageous terms for a period 
of years, so that the permanence of 
its market is guaranteed. 


The feature, however, which most 
impresses a visitor to these works is 
the successful manner in which diffi- 
culties and obstacles have beeh over- 
come by scientific and competent man- 
agement. The hills which ,were for- 
merly denuded of vegetation are now 
covered for miles around with flour- 
ishing grasses splendid for grazing 
and sufficient to supply numerous 
herds of cattle and sheep. 

- The elimination of the sulphur 
smoke by its reduction in the acid 
plant, has caused a great change in 
the attitude of the agricultural popu- 
lation living in the neighborhood who 
were formerly antagonistic to the 
operation of ths copper works. A 


ments with a view to determining the 
effect which the fumes from the plant 
now have upon vegetation in that vi- 
cinity, he has located farms at ir ter- 
vals of 5600 yards, one, three, six and 
nine miles from the plant and the 
success he has met in the cultivation 
of these lands is briefly told in the 
following statement: 


“The success of the farming ex- 
periments by the Tennessee Copper 
Company, which is aqemonstrated by 
observing the crops now in fine, 
healthy condition, open to inspection 
on all of the farming property of 
that company, has been all that our 
most sanguine hopes could have de- 
sired. 


“In raising corn, field peas and beans 
in the immediate vicinity of the smelt- 
er it was our object to obtain feed 
for the dairy cows at the company’s 
dairy farm, located’ about a half mile 
from the smelter. I am confident that 
we will obtain from six to eight tons 
of silage per acre from our corn. The 
beans and peas which have always 
been considered most easily injured by 
sulphur gases are about hip deep, in 
a healthy, thriving condition and show 
absolutely no injurious effect from the 
gases, This is true of all of the farms 
now being operated by the company. 

“There was no mysterious scientific 
work done on these crops, The only 
application being that of a small 
amount of lime, smaller probably than 
is used by good farmers in central 
Georgia, a little brains, a fair amount 
of muscle. 


Gratified at Work. 


“IT am extremely gratified at the 
outcome of the work done by the 
farming department of the company, 
and I trust that when any members 
of the agricultural department of the 
state of Georgia happen to be in the 
territory adjacent to Copper Hill :that 
they will do us the honor of calling 
upon us and looking over the result 
of our agricultura) efforts. 


“By the application of lime and a sus- 
picion of manure, these lands will pro- 
duce the most surprising and satisfac- 
tory results with fair cultivation. By 
the use of the silo and saving manures, 
that are now totally wasted in this sec- 
tion, this country can be made a won- 
derful stock grazinggand feeding cen- 
ter, with a good living assured for the 
man who goes into the business intelli- 
gently and deliberately.

A RESOLUTION THAT SHOULD NOT FAIL, 


Success of the first purchase made by the United States gov- 
ernment under the Weeks act in the direction of Appalachian con- 
servation, depends now upon the consent of the state of Georgia to 
acquisition-by the national government of the land sought in the 
northern section of this state. 

* By direction of the Appalachian Reserve Commission there has 
been purchased some 32,000 acrés in Fannin, Gilmer, Union and 
Lumpkin counties, the first step toward conservation in the moun- 
tion section of Georgia; but this purchase cannot be concluded un- 
less the state, by legislative enactment, gives consent thereto. 

To remove this obstacle Senator Kincaid, of Fannin county, 
has ‘introduced in the senate a resolution providing that the state 
shall give its assent to the acquisition of this land by the national 
government in accordance with the terms of the Weeks act. 

Georgia has been singled out by thexcommission as the first 
state to profit by the land and timber conservation movement, and 
this purchase has been authorized with funds which became avail- 
able prior to July 1, rort. 

Unless the legislature acts at this session, therefore, this pur- 
chase must fail, leaving Georgia’s participation in the movement 
dependent upon doubtful future negotiations. 

Having taken a progressive ‘stand in the conservation move- 
ment, Georgia can ill afford to let pass this opportunity to further 
the cause by ceding jurisdiction or ownership to the limited extent 
provided for in the Weeks act. 

The general assembly will make an unfortunate mistake if it 
permits the Kincaid resolution to be lost sight of in the confusion

SHOULD SEPARATE FUNCTIONS 
IN MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT 


Editor Constitution: Anent “Char- 
ter Revision” the remark is often 
made that the experience of the cities 
of Europe is of no use to us because 
the circumstances are so different; and 
there-is some truth in that criticism. 
In most of the cities of the old coun~ 
try the suffrage is limited by & prop- 
erty and educational qualification, gen- 
erally very low, but yet sufficient to 


exclude from the polls the most ignor- 
ant and shifting part of the popula- 
tion; while with us, whether we like 
it or not, universal suffrage has come 
to stay. That is a great disadvantage 
to the cities of the northern states, 
where the vote of the most ignorant 
and worthless inhabitant counts for as 
much as that of the most intelligent 
and experienced one. But with us in 
the south, where most of the common 
day laborers are negroes, who fortu- 
nately, for all practical purposes, have 
been disfranchised, the circumstances 
are different, and we are, as far as 
the all-important matter of the suf- 
frage is concerned, substantially on 
the same footing as the cities of 
northern Europe.

A’ pure and simple form of commis- 
sion government, as recommended by 
Mr. Hopkins’ committee, may do for 
}some other American cities, but it will 
never answer our purpose. 

Our people are too independent and 
self-reliant to put all the powers in 
the hands of a few men. I have had 
opportunities of closely observing the 
government of half a dozen other 
southern’ cities, and have come to the 
conclusion that, in spite of our an- 
tiquated charter, we are better off 
than any of them; because we have a 
greater proportion of public-spirited 
citizens. None of those other citfes 
can boast of having lately had a mayor 
like our good friend ‘all Atlantans’ 
good friend), Robert Maddox: and Mr. 
Maddox is not here by accident. He 
is as natural an outgrowth of our 
fruitful soll and atmosphere as ‘the 
shade trees and flowers in our front 
yards. His equals are few and far 
between; but we have many. other 
good men aiming in the same direc- 
tion. We have the men needed for 
good government; it is the system that 
is lacking. 

The amendments to our. charter, 
recommended by the city council, will 
fo some good, but not much. The 
fundamental trouble with our present 
government is that the numerous im- 
portant questions of administration 
that come up daily must be acted on 
by the chairman of dozens of boards 
and committees, generally good, hon- 
or@ble men, the pick of the council, 
but without the training and experi- 
ence required; and besides, being 
mostly men of moderate means, they 
must first attend to their own private 
business. That trouble can be reme- 
died only by placing the administra- 
tive part of the government in the 
hands of a few well-paid officials, 
leaving the legislative part with the 
council. 3 

We must worry along a while with 
our antiquated charter; but, as sure as 
fate, it will wear itself out by waste- 
fulness and inefficiency, and will come 
to the form of government recom- 
mended by you, by our present mayor 
and many other ood citizens, and 
tested by the experience of hundreds 
of prosperous cities. 

It is a good sign of the times that 
public opinion has been 
aroused on this all-important question. 
and that the. discussion, on the whole, 
with one conspicuous exception, has 
been temperate and reasonable; and, 
even that exception may do some 
good, showing -plainly to everybody 
how a man may hurt his cause by 
using intemperate and hasty language.

The leg- 
islative branch of our city govern- 
ment must deal with all questions 
about the levy and manner of collec- 
tion of our taxes, and also with those 
affecting the good order and proper 
conduct of persons and corporations 
within our city Mmits. Laws concern- 
ing these and other very important 
things that might be mentioned must 
be enacted. It will not do to say that 
we are simply a business organiza- 
tion, and that all legislation is done 
for us by the state. Police regula- 
tions of the most vital character have 
to be legislated about, and this should 
be done by a popular body elected by 
the people. The commission,in my 
judgment, might be, and ought to be, 
a co-ordinate branch of this law-mak- 
ing body. But it should not be trusted 
exclusively with the making of the 
Jaws which its members are to exe- 
cute.

government is an imperium 
exercising the most vital 
and important functions, executive, 
legislative and judicial. True, it can- 
not inflict the death penalty or send 
its criminals to the penitentiary, but it 
can impose heavy fines and punish Dy 
imprisonment in Ahe stockade and by 
hard labor on the streets.

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STRICT REQUIREMENTS

Bill Is Backed by the Labor 
Men and Is Opposed by 
the Railroads. 


A lively discussion between railroad 
attorneys and officials ang labor lead- 
ers took place before the house com- 
mittee on labor yesterday afternoon 
over a bill requiring that all locomo- 
tive firemen employed in this state be 
able to read orders and compute and 
understand time tables, rules, books, 
etc, ‘ 

It was stated that the purpose of 
the bill is to abolish negro firemen, 
most of whom are wholly or partially 
illiterate. 

The railroads were represented by 
R. C. Alston and John D. Little and 
several superintendents. 

They claimed that such a rule will 
make it difficult for the roads to se- 
cure firemen to go the heavy work re- 
quired of them. They said their work 
consisted mainly in shoveling coal, and 
there was so much of it to qo on the 
large trains that white men would not 
take or keep the jobs. 

The bill was urged by Hardy Teat, 
of the Firemen’s Union, and Jerome 
Jones, of the Federation of Labor. 
They said the railroads could secure 
competent white men to fire the en-

$100,000 Asked for Estab- 
lishment af Institution

Special Appropriation peer 
for the Institute for the Deaf

A plea for an institution for the fee- 
ble-minded children of the state waa 
made before the appropriations com- 
mittee of the house yesterday after- 
noon. It was in support of a bill ap- 
propriating $100,000 for the establish- 
ment of a special hospital for them. 

H. L. Crumley, of the Decatur Or- 
phanage; Miss C. S. Parrish, Mrs. J. 
R. Little and others urged the mat- 
ter. They stated that there are now 
nearly 100 ohildren in the state sani- 
tarium for the insane classéd and 
treated as lunatics because of the lack 
of such an institution as needed and 
as they have in most other states. 

Many outside of institutions, they 
said, are growing up to become bure- 
dens on society as criminals or paue 
pers and to perpetuate themselves. 

Cost of One Family. 

“One family of degenerates of which 
@a record has been Kept multiplied into 
more than 800 in a little more than a 
hundred years,” declared Dr. Crum- 
ley. “They have cost in direct charges 
more than a million dollars. These 
were the expenses of caring for them 
in jails, poor houses or asylums. 

“There is no way to stop the multi- 
plying of these people. They have to 
be taken in hand at the beginning.” 

J. W.L. Brown, president ofthe State

Havana, .August l—An uprising 
against the government, apparently of 
a serious character, occurred last 
night at Regla, a suburb of Havana, 
across the harbor, when General Guil- 
lermo Acevado, a revolutionary vet- 
eran with eight or ten companies, 
armed and mounted, took the fleld. It 
is reported the party was reinforced 
later by 200 men. 

Issued Manifestos. 

“Before leaving Regla, Acevado is- 
sued a manifesto’ denouncing the ad- 
ministration of President Gomez as 
scandalous and corrupt and calling on 
all patriotic Cubans to rise and over- 
throw it, He declared he would give 
Gomez fifteen days in which to resign, 
after which, if the warning was not 
obeyed, he intended to apply the torch 
and destroy property indiscriminately 
until the entire island was reduced to 
ashes. 

Setting forth from Regla the 
surgents skirted Havana, seemingly 
bound for Pinar del Rio. They halted 
at the suburb of Luyano, where they 
seized a citizen named Naranjo, de- 
manding that he act as their guide. 
Upon his refusal, Naranjo was shot 
dead. The party then rode on. 

. Troops in Pursuit. 

Early today strong detachments of 
troops were despatched in pursuit of 
the rebels. It is probable the rurales 
will have no difficulty in following the 
trail. There are rumors that a fight 
has already taken place. 

Acevado headed an uprising in 
Pinar del Rio province a year ago. 
He was captured, tried and sentenc- 
ed to life imprisonment. Last October 
he was pardoned. His followers are 
believed to include some of the des- 
peradoes who attacked the rurales in 
their barracks at Guanabacoa in 1906, 
massacreing the garrison, which was 
the first overt action of the revolution 
which overthrew President Palma.

Boston, Mass., August 1.—Truth in 
advertising was the keynote of the 
addresses at the first general session 
this afternoon of the seventh annual 
convention of the Associated Adver- 
tising Clubs of America. This general 
session followed the demonstrative 
opening meeting in Faneuil hall. This 
evening the advertising men, who are 
here three thousand strong from all 
parts of the United States and Canada, 
Gieat Britain and Ireland, enjoyed a 
moonlight sail about Boston harbor. 

“Boston if a fitting place to exalt 
your calling,” said James Schermer- 
bern, of Detroit, at this afternoon's 
meeting. “Truth took charge of Bos- 
ton’s earliest advertising. There was 
no benzoate of buncombe in the copy 
from Bunker Hill, Lexington, Concord 
and the Boston tea party. That series 
of patriotic advertisements pulled 
tremendously all around the world and 
are ‘producing’ to this very hour.” 

Bert M. Morse, of New des de- 
clared: 

“*’ code of ethics for advertising 
that all could espouse and observe 
might consist of one single word ‘Hon- 
esty.’”’ 

In his annual report, Pr, ‘dent S. C. 
Dobbs, of Atlanta, Ga. advocated the 
formation of state organizations of ad- 
vertising men. 

A letter from-~ Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt urged cleanliness, honesty, 
and decency in advertising. The writer 
said the advance along this line was 
praiseworthy, but that newspapers are 
lagging a little behind the magazines, 
in his opinion.

Asked by A. Slaughter, of the Wis- 
consin State Board of the American So- 
ciety of Equfty, whether he would ob- 
ject to the labeling of ail beers, Mr. 
Maxwell declared that labels were un- 
Necessary, that President Taft in his 
decision on “What is whisky?’ had laid 
down the rule that no liquor need be 
labeled as to its component parts. 

“Beer is beer,” said Mr. Maxwell in 
conclusion. 

Mr. Mauff read from advertisements 
of brewers claiming that their beers 
were made of barley, malt and hops, 
when in reality none of these ingred- 
ients was used. One advertisement

Bad Crop Reports and Move- 
‘ment of British Troops 


Caused Dullness. 


New York, aan” 1.—Unfavorable 
crop reports, the illness of a Standard 
Oil magnate, and the gathering of 
British troops at Aldershot were 
among the tncidents employed as pre- 
texts for depressing the stock market 
today. Regarding the first-named, the 
most discouraging news comes from 
lowa, where a 30 per cent damage to 
corn was reported. This was in strik- 
ing contradiction, however, to cotton, 
in which a percentage condition for 
July of 86.9, as against 74.9 last year, 
was reported. In all probability, nd 
attention would have been paid to the 
reported concentration of the British 
trapps but for the fact that consols 
declined sharply in London, where 
Americans were the only’ securities 
that manifested any degree of 
strength. 

Trading in the local market fell to 
slender proportions soon after the first 
hour. The opening was irregular, and 
by noon losses of a point were regis- 
tered by Union Pact ic, Northern Pa- 
cific, Reading, American Tobacco pre- 
ferred and several of the specialties, 
with a 2-point decline in Canadian Pa- 
cific, which rumor ascribed to selling 
by Berlin. The lst dragged along at 
this level for the rest of the session, 
alternating between partial recovery 
and further losses, which later includ- 
ed Pacific Mail. In the last hour 
lower prices were recorded, all active 
issues declining under the influence of 
a number of unattractive railorad re- 
ports. These included Union Pacifio 
and Southern Pacific, with net losses, 
for June of $233,000 and $494,000 re- 
spectively, while for the fiscal year 
Union Paolific’s revenues decreased 
$4,300,000 and those of Southern Pae 
cific $4,473,900, Atchison for June fell] 
over ‘$500,000 in net, but its revenues 
for the year increased $1,565,000 

The Pennsylvania and New York 
Central lines submitted earnings for 
June, the figures of the latter system 
being the more favorable. Illinois 
Central gained $2,388,000 over the pre- 
ceding fiscal year, and the‘ Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas scored a net in- 
crease of over $1,000,000. 

Shares of the several] southern trans- 
portation companies were materially 
lower as a probable result in part of 
the unprecedented drouth in North 
Carolina, which has caused the #us- 
pension of operations in several mills 
and temporarily thrown out of employ- 
ment some 70,000 operatives. 

Copper stocks were lower, in sym- 
pathy with the general market, al- 
though exports of the metal for July 
were almost 12,000 tons in excess of 
those for the same month last year. 

Home politics came in for some dis- 
cussion by reason of doings at Wash- 
nigton, which included the retention of 
meats, lard and lumber on the free 
list, the defeat of the amendments to 
take duties off flour and cereals, and 
m4 disagreement over the house wool 
ill, 


On the “curb” Standard O11 lost 156 
points, séjling down to 640. 

Almost the only feature of the 
money market was the hardening of 
rates for commercial paper. This be- 
tokens a revival of trade in various 
lines, particularly textiles.

In hatch- 
ing late chicks I have found there are 
many more difficulties to contend with 
than with those hatched in April and 
May, and I think 1 have discovered 
some of the principal causes. First of 
all, I think is the weakened vitality 
of the hens that laid the eggs. If a 
héen has laid continuously from Janu- 
@ry till June, the reproduction organs 
must, of necessity, become weakened 
to such an extent that the germs are 
much weaker than earlier in the 
Spring... My remedy for this would be 
to secure a rest, if possible, of the 
breeding hens. Give them a new 
raige, a complete change of diet and 
that will probably check the flow of 
ege@s, for a few days, and at the same 
time renew their vigor and vitality. 
The hens that have set and raised the 
early broods anid have gotten ready to 
lay again will produce good, strong 
germs that will hatch and thrive all 
right in July and August, if all other 
conditions are right. 


Proper Hatching. 


Having now selected the proper eggs 
for hatching, the next important step 
is proper hatching for a chick that is 
not hatched right will not grow right, 
no matter what care they are given 
afterwards. If you use hens; set them 
in @ decent place where they will not 
be annoyed by anything, and give them 
feed, water and a dust bath where they 
can get it when they want it, and they 
will do the rest. 

After you have properly hatched 
your late chicks, you need only to be 
careful that you take the proper steps 
to succeed in raising them. 

Now, about feeding. I have had the 
best success with home-prepared chick 
food, and where the chicks have free 
Tange, after the first three weeks, 
nothing more will be necessary; but 
when confined to bare runs or yards, 
some green food must be added; also 
eeacy of gravel and some animal food,

NEGRO KILLER 
SHOT BY POSSE 


Convict Who Shot Guard Meets 
Death in Melee With 
Pursuers. 


Waynesboro, Ga., August 1.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A negro convict who killed 
George Deck, one of the guards, on the 
road near Ellison’s bridge, in Burke 
county, this morning, was hunted down 
by the sheriff's posse after a chase 
of several hours and shot to death. 

Another guard was having trouble 
with one of the convicts over the man- 
ner in which he was doing his work. 
Deck came up to assist him in enforc- 
ing discipline. The convicts  over- 
powered the other guard and taking 
his revolver from him, one of them 


fired at Deck, hitting him in the head 
and killing him instantly. 

Several of the convicts escaped dur- 
ing the excitement that ensued. Sheriff 
Story, of Burke county, went. to 
the scene with his dogs and a posse. 

The negro was shot and killed by the 
sheriff's posse after a chase of geveral 
hours, the report of his death being 
brought to the city about 4 o’clock. The 
negro, after the killing of S. G. Deck. 
had three cartridges in the pistol snap-

-As he paced up and down in his of- 
fice with his hands olasped behind 
him, the Virginian was lamenting the 
outcome of the vote on the democratic 
bill. He admitted that the democrats 
had been forced to make the best of a 
bad bargain, and take the best they 
could get. ‘ 

“One more vote and we could have 
passed the house bill and sent it to 
President Taft,” he said. 

Just Needed Smith’s Vote. 
‘“Senator Bailey voted against us, end 
Senator-elect Smith was absent. I 
warned him to come, telling Judge 
Bartlett that it was of the utmast im- 
portance that Mr. Smith should be here. 
What I feared has come to pass. Six 
republicans voted with us—Senators 
Brown and Nelson, and Gronna and Mc- 
Cumber, Poindexter and Works. If we 
had only had Mr. Smith’s vote we 
could have passed the bill without 
further parley or delay. It is most 
unfortunate.” 

Senator Martin refused to be com- 
forted.
